W here Obedience Stays. 


It is my experience that the best 
behaved pupils come from 
homes 
where obedience 
is enforced 
but 
where corporal punishment is not a 
part of the disciplinary methods. As 
a rule the hardest pupils to deal with 
are those who have become accustom 
ed to brutal punishment 
at home, 
and nothing UieTeacher would dare 
to attempt would worry them in the 
least. 
Satisfactory l’uplls. 


The most satisfactory pupils come 
from homes where the parents had 
little opportunity to get an education 
but where knowledge is prized and 
where books and papers are read and 
discussed with the children and the 
ruling thought is :lIo w may the child 
ren be educated? 
W hen parents criticize themselves 
a little more and teachers a little less 
the standard of our schools will be 
ruissd. 
Parents must be taught that they 
can do more in an hour toward mould 
ing a child’s mind than a teacher can 
do in a week.
